line laweg of the realme then appzoued⸗ and all other thinges before 
conteined 
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tonte ned in the ſayd letters of diſpenſationg, Hall remayne a be re⸗ 
puted and taken. to al intentes and coſtructions in the lawes ol this 
realme, la wefull good, and effectuailto be alleged and pleaded in all 
tourtes eccieſiaſticall and tempoꝛall, foꝛ good and ſufficiente matter, 
eyther fo: the playntyfe oꝛ defendaunt. without any allegation, oꝛ ob 
iettion, to be made againſt the validitie of them, by p2etence of any ge 
ner all tounſaile, canon, o decree, to the contrary made, oʒ to be made 
in that behalte. 

And where as dinerſe and ſondꝛpe late Monaſterpes, Pꝛpozpes, 
Commaundꝛpes, Nonneryes, Deaneries,. Pꝛebendes, Colleges, Hoſ 
pitales, Houſes of ſtpers. Chaunttyeg. and other religvous and eccle 
ſiaſticall youſes and places. and tyemanours, graunges , meſuages, 
landes,tenementes,recto2yes-tythes,pentions,yozttong-bycareges, 
churches, chappels, aduouſones, nominations patronages, annuities 
tentes reuertions ſeruptes and other poſſeſſiong, and hereditamen⸗ 
tes to the layd late monaſteries, pꝛioꝛies nonneries.commaundꝛpes, 
deaneryes,chauntryes,pzebendes,houſes of fryers,colleges, Boſpy- 
talles. and ot her religious and eccleſiaſtical houſes and places and to
